Events in Persia, the Middle 
East and Bgypt have urdoubt- 
edly contributed to the Tunisian 
demands for a speeding up in 
reaching a state of autonomy. 

In a statement to the Press 
in Paris on Wednesday, 
Mohammed Chenik stated that 
in exchange for their demands 
the Tunijsians offered sub-

“The French Government 
does not refuse to envisage 
the study of a modification of 
the present natitution while 
maintaining that it is tndispen- 
sable to preserve the continuity 
of the representation of French- 
men and Tunisians in the 
Bey’s Government,” he said. 

“The French Government {s 
giving its representative in 
Tunis instructions to form from 
next January a Franco-Tunisian 
Mixed Commission charged 
with studying the terms of a 
representative system which 
might be called upon to replace 
the Grand Council of Tunisia. 

“The conclusions of this 
Commission would have to be 
returned within a definite 
time limit.”"—Reuter.

The fact that the impressions 
appear in pairs hike those of a 
Puman being walking in the 
snow, was, he wrote, because the 
animal placed its rear paws in 
the indentations made by the 
fore ~ paws, but not cxactly, 


resulting in an enlarged — spoor, 
showing normal bear toe-marks 
at the sides. 


He added that there was ¢evi- 
dence that bears did Inhabit, or 
at least visit, these higher re- 
gions, and that some of them 
grow to be as large as the North 
American grizzly bear. 


Why bears should be in such 
regions about 14,500ft above sea 
level and far away from their 
norma) habilat’ and food, Mr 
Smythe could not adduce. The 
first recorded repert of Abomin- 
able Snowmen: tracks placed 
them at an altitute of 20,000ft.

Meaning queried 


30 years millions of words 
have been written about the 
Abominable Snowmen, a few 
facts, and deluges of fantasy. At 
one time there was a long con- 
troversy about the word abomin- 
able. 


The word the Tibetans used 
was metoh, whioh some transla- 
ted as abominable. Another ex- 
pert said the correct translation 
was filthy—Filthy Snowmen.

1.98 ANGELES, California. 
YE Most Luxurious 
Train in the World 
starts out every day 

from Chicago to Los 

Angeles, a distance of 

2,224 miles. 

The circumstances in which 
this journey is made are here set 
down with no desire to incite 
envy, malice and rebelliousness 
{n the breasts of the customers 
of British Railways. 

But’ it would ‘have been an 
exquisite pleasure, indeed, to have 
hod a member of the Railways 
Board with us from the moment 
when the ‘rain, which the ‘Santa 
Fe Railroad calls the Super 
Chief—a long, sllver-coloured 
column of steam-lined cars 
drawn by an immense diesel 
lecomotive—moved out of Dear- 
born Station In Chicago. 

The passengers were then all 
Installed in their separate draw- 
ing-rooms, bedrooms or compart- 
ments; and bright the lights 
shone upon the triumphs of 
technology. 

My bedroom had beige walls 
and a beige carpet with light 
green upholstery. It had a 
private wash-~basin upon whose 
rim three nickel-plated taps 
gave forth respectively hot water, 
cold water and ice-water, 


At strategic points elsewhere 
there were eight sets of switches, 
levers or buttons controlling, 
among other things,  air- 
conditioning, heating, lights, 
music and the radio. 

On the armchair in the bed- 
ruom lay a box (“For the Enjoy- 
ment of Your Trip”) which con- 
tained the following largesse:

The Super Chief's passengers 
meanwhile were  breskfasting, 
lunching and dining in a manner 
which left them in little danger 
of malnutrition.

The train, which had twice 
been washed down en route, 
arrived In the morning sunlight 
at Los Angeles precisely on time, 
after an evening, two nights and 
one whole day of travel.

Dispute Over Land In 


The New Territories 


Gardener’s Appeal Against 
- Judgment Dismissed 


The right to a number of lots of agricultural land in Fanling, New 
Territories, was disputed before the Full Court, comprising the Chief 
Justice, Sir Gerard Howe, and the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr Justice Gould, 
this morning, when an appeal was brought by a gardener against the 
judgment of Mr Justice Scholes, The appeal was dismissed. 

The appellant was Fung Chok-lam, gardener of the On Poe Farm, 
Fanling, against whom Mr Justice Scholes awarded judgment in an action 
for possession of the land brought by Macy Peter Wong, married woman, 
of 38A Bonham Road. 


Mr Justice Scholes decided 
that appellant was a licensee of 
the respondent and that the 
licence was determined by a 
notice in writing dated Septem- 
bey 14, 1950, and expiring on 
December 31, 1950.
